NO NEWS FROM THE ITATA. 


The Story of the Sinking Not Believed at 
Washington. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—There was no news 
of the Itata or the Charleston at the navy de- 
partment this morning. No credence is given 
to the report that the Charleston has sunk the 
Itata. In the first place, itis said that news 
of such an event could only be received 
through the arrival of the Charleston at some 
port connected with telegraph lines, which has 
not so far occurred. In the second place, no- 
body supposes that the Itata would resist the 
Charleston, for she is totally unprepared to do 
so; and, even if she attempted it, the Charles- 
ton could readily subdue her force, without 
resorting to the extreme measure of blowing 
se out of the water,“ as it is rumored she has 

one. 

Itisappdrent that the navy department 
officials are somewhat puzzled to account for 
the lack of news from the vessels, and are 
obliged to content themselves with the theory 
that the Charleston is not pursuing a straight 
course, but is steaming easily to and fro, over- 
hauling and examining merchant steamers 
and looking around the islands off the upper 
Mexican coast, 

It is said at the state department that there 
has been no suggestion of arbitration of the 
difficulties between Italy and the United 
States, growing out of the New Orleans 
tragedy, as was reported in a special dispatch 
from Rome. Arbitration is the Jast resort

Rome, May 14.—In the chamber of deputies 
today, Signor Quintieri, after acknowledging 
what he termed the strict legality of Premier 
Rudini's action in the dispute with the United 
States and the moderate character of his de- 
mands, asked whether, in view of the verdict 
of the New Orleans grand jury, it would not

Signor Cavalett expressed his regret at the 
rupture in relations between the United States 
and Italy. He thought that little should be 
said about the affair, as it was a very delicate 
matter. He begged Premier Rudini to use 
every endeavor to bring about a settlement of 
the dispute, which, he said, ought not to be 
allowed to linger.

SMALLPOX IN KNOXVILLE. 


One Case Discovered Just at Dark Tester 
day. 

Kyoxvitie, Tenn., May 14—[Special.}— 
Four reputable physicians of this city are 
authority for the statement that there isa 
well-defined case of smallpox here. Today a 
physician was called to see a sick child, in a 
neighborhood of shabby honses. He found 
the patient quite ill, and with an eruption 
characteristic of smallpox. Three other phy- 
sicians were called in during the day, and 
each agreed that it was smallpox. Tonight 
the board of health, in conjunction with the 
city authorities, held a meeting to consider 
the case. The city physician reported that 
the case was probably smallpox; that by to- 
morrow it could be definitely determined. The 
authorities at once took charge of the premises, 
put a strong guard around the house and began 
the work of vaccination of all the people in 
the neighborhood. If the case developes to a 
certainty of smallpox, the patient will be re- 
moved toa pesthouse. There is no explana- 
tion as to how the little girl contracted the 
disease. Her father is employed in a livery 
stable, and has not been out of the city in 
months, neither has any member of the 
family. The only supposition left is that 
some one has visited the family and communi- 
cated the disease. It was dark before the lo- 
cality knew that there was smallpox so near, 
and then there was great consternation. The 
neighborhood is made up of the very poor ‘and 
they have a holy horror of the pesthouse, be- 
lieving it is sure death to go there. 

The authorities have taken every precaution 
to prevent the spread of the disease.

There are 
many important matters in the state depart- 
ment at Washington which require the secre- 
tary’s personal attention and for this reason 
Mr. Blaine desires returning to his post in 
Washington as soon as possible. This fact 
alone may have a tendency to retard his com- 
plete recovery earlier.

A BULLET THROUGH BIS HEAD. 


The Old Man's Troubles Proved Too Much 
for Him.

Shelby, in his barn, cold in death with a 
bullet through his head. Shelby is a farmer, 
who was robbed of over $6,000 last August. 
The preliminary hearing of Dan Binckley, ex- 
policeman of Kansas City, his father, Henry 
Binekley, and Henry Webb, charged with the 
crime, was begun Tuesday. Shelby was on 
the stand nearly all day, and gave very dam- 
aging testimony against the Binckleys,claim- 
ing that he recognized them, but was afraid to 
cause their arrest for fear that they would 
burn his buildings. The old man was put 
through a very rigid examination. This, itis 
supposed, shattered his nerves and caused him 
to commit suicide. A revolver with one 
chamber empty was found lying at his feet.

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DISCHARGE ALL THE UNION SWITGHMEN | , 


And Immediately Fill their Places With New 
Men—Cause of the Discharge—The 7 
Men Taken by Surprise, 


Cuicaco, May 14.— This morning every 
union switchman in the employ ot the North- 
western railroad, not only in Chicago, but at 
every other point, was discharged. This was 
done in carrying out the company’s resolve not 
to allow switchmen to interfere in the affairs 


of the road and dictate as to the discharge of | 


yardmasters, et¢. oe 
For months the company has been preparing 
for battle and has been hiring non-union 
switchmen all over the country. So quietly 
has it been doing this work that the union 
switchmen did not get an inkling until the 
very last moment of what was going on. As 
soon as the local force was discharged two 
hundred new men were ready to take their 
places at the switches. The newcomers were, 
for the most part, experienced men, and, under 
the supervision of the various division superin- 
tendents, had no trouble in doing the work. 
Each division superintendent had his crew of 
men and went at the work carefully and sys- 
tematically. The result was that ger 
and suburban trains, as well as all freight 
trains, came in and went-out on schedule time. 
All live stock and perishable freight was also 
promptly handled and delivered. No violence 
was offered by the old men, who stood about 
in groops watching the ‘newcomers at their 
labors. Policemen were stationed all through 
the yards and about the down-town depot to 
prevent any trouble. 8 
Northwestern officials are very confident of 
victory, while the discharged men are some- 
what dazed at the turn affairs have taken, and 
have not yet determined upon their policy. 
Dispatches from various points on the road 
tell of the discharge of switchmen there, and 
the hiring of new men. At Milwaukee, twenty- 
five new switchmen took hold, and all trains 
are leaving on time. No trouble is reported 
there. 
WHAT THE. OFFICIALS SAY. 
Northwestern officials state that for more 
than two years the situation regarding switch- 
men has been constantly growing worse. The 
men have not only struck frequently for ‘triv- 
ial causes—at times seriously delaying subur- 
ban trains at the busiest part of the day, to the 
8 inconvenience of thousands of people

factory work, and whose only fault was that 
they were not- members of the switchmen’s 
union. About two months ago they demanded 
the discharge of Yardmaster Frank McNerney, 
and, to avoid trouble, he was ostensibly dis- 
missed, but he was kept on she payroll of the 
company, and was this morning reinstated in 
his old position. General Manager Whitman 
says: 

»The management has fully determined that 
this state of affairs has gone far enough, and 
while it proposes to deal fairly and justly 
with allits imployes, and to give fair and 
just consideration to any grievance properly 
presented, it also proposes to manage its own 
property, and its own business in its own way, 
and to place itself in a position where the 
public which it serves can be properly accom- 
modated without being put to inconvenience 
and annoyance. ”’ * 

All other railroad companies are applauding 
the action of the Chicago and Northwestern, 
and will come to its support, if necessary. At 
is understood that switchmen on all roads 
were preparing for a general strike June isk, 
and itis thought that they may change thgir 
minds as a result of the stand taken by the 
Northwestern system proper, which does not 
include lines west ofthe Missouri river, the 
Sioux City and Pacific, or Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Omaha. 

Reports from all points are to the effeet that 
trains are moving pretty generally on time, 
and the interruption to business is very slight. 
All points where new switchmen have not 
been provided, trainmen are doing the switch- 
ing. 

THE MEN IN SECRET SESSION. 

This afternoon the discharged men in the 
west Chicago yards went into secret meeting, 
to settle upon the course of action. The com- 
pany is supported in its position by the con- 
ductors, firemenand brakemen’s unions, In 
fact, at the time of the McNeerney trouble, a 
deputation from these unions called on the 
officials of the road, and demanding McNeer- 
ney’s reinstatement, promising that if the 
switchmen should strike in consequence, 
they would furnish men to fill their places. 
The Switchmen’s union is not included in the 
National Federation of Railroad Employes. 


THE POPE ON THE LABOR QUESTION. 


Analysis of the -Encyclical Shortly to Be 
Published. 


Rome, May 14.—The Latin text of the pope’s 
encyclical on the labor question is about to be 
published. An analysis of the encyclical 
shows that his holiness refutes thé socialists’ 
theories tending to abolish private property, 
and upholds the principles of the elittch as 
the firstand main element in the solution of 
social questions. The true solution, the 
says, can be found in the gospel, which, if: 
rightly studied, would teach employers and 
8 to become united while fulfilling 
their respective duties. 

The church has always sought to promote 
the application of the principles sta in the 
gospel and to give moral and material help as 
inculcated by Christ's doctrines. The state 
should intervene to regulate disputes in regard 
to private property, in order to insure public 
peace and the moral and material welfare of 
the working people. , 

At this point his holiness comments on the 
necessity of Sunday rest, and deals at length 
with questions of strikes, wages and hours of 
labor from workmen, women aud children. 

In conclusion the pope dilates on the sukject 
of workingmen's associations, 
mutualaid and accident insurance societies 
sick funds, classes for teclinical education and 
mixed syndicates of employers and employes. 
The state ought to countenance all such insti- 
tutions as are calculated to improve existing 
social conditious. The pope praises the work 
the institutions have already achieved, and

Farmers and the Cotton Crop. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat, re- 
ferring to the fact that the southern editors 
have been repeating their annual warnings 
to the farmers not to plant too much cotton, 
calls attention to the fact that Niles’s Regis. 
ter, as far back as 1828, printed an extract 
from The Raleigh, N. C., Register, which 
shows the activity of the editorial mind,even 
in that day, on the subject of cotton-planting.

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THE NEW YORE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 14.—The stock market today, after 
material decline on adverse foreign advices, rallied 
stubbornly, and displayed great strength and confi- 
dent tone, to which it has been a stranger for the last 
two weeks. The expected advance in discount rates 
of the Bank of England occurred this morning, and to 
aid in demoralizing the influence which this announce- 
ment had upon the stock market, failures were re- 
ported there, while all stocks were lower andsales of 
foreigners in this market were very heavy just at the 
opening. In fact, the purchases by the foreign ele- 
mant of yesterday were thrown overboard, and the 
effect was to nearly wipe out all the improvement 
scored yesterday. Opening losses under severe 
pressure to sell extended to 144 per cent, Industrials 
and stocks which enjoy an international market 
being most affected. 

Stocks showing largest losses, however, were ad- 
vanced from opening sales, and while a few others 
like Lackawanna scored further losses, the current 
was quickly changed on the discovery of large buying 
orders for leading stocks, and traders attempting to 
cover caused a general rise of over 1 per cent on light 
purchases. 

Repo from London showed a growing disposition 
to buy Americans, and news from Argentine and 
Portugal created an impression here that silver from 
the United States will be required to meet the demands 
which England will not be fully able to supply. The 
upward movement,once started, met with no set-back 
until the last hour, when realizations again caused 
partial recession. The strongest stocks of the day 
were the Missouri Pacific, Cordage, Lackawanna, 
' Wheeling and Lake Erie and St. Paul. The Grangers 
monopolized the attention during most of the day, 
but flactuations in sugar, which was exceptionally 
weak in the forenoon, but rallied sharply later, was 
the special feature ofthe trading. 

The market finally closed rather heavy at close to 
last night’s figures in most cases, final changes being 
irregular and for small fractions generally. Sales, 
listed stocks, 202,000 shares; unlisted, 41,000.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 


Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 14.—Everything dealt in on the board 
of trade was higher at the opening this morning than 
at the close yesterday afternoon, but the early strength, 
which had been worked up very skillfully on the curb 
over night, was soon dissipated, and materially lower 
figures generally resulted. Wheat experienced an 
especially marked boom on the curb, the opening price 
being 1\4@1%qc higher than -yesterday’s close, and its 
fall was proportionately heavy, closing 1!,c lower for 
July, compared with yesterday’s final figures. The 
higher and excited opening was due to an urgent de- 
mand from shorts. Numerous stop-loss limit orders 
were received, limits being placed at what operators 
thought would beasafe figure over the closing of 
yesterday, but the limits were passed. It was also 
found very difficult and unsatisfactory to the trade in 
the new crop figures, which at times were quite neg- 
lected, Further influences which caused the higher 


opening were higher cable advices, large purchases at 


the seaboard yesterday, the firmness at which May was 
held over July, and The Price Currents’ review of the 
crop situation, noting somewhat less favorable condi- 
tions, including insect damage in Kansas. Cable ad- 
vices were exceedingly unreliable all day. The official 
opening and closing prices on wheat in the English and 
continental markets were firmer, but private cables 
that came in during the morning were generally lower, 
and quoted the weather on the continent hot and forc- 
ing. The only bearish influences were an advance of 1 
per cent jn the Bank of England discount rate, con- 
tinued gold exports and an apparently concerted move- 
ment on the part of longs to unload their wheat and 
take their profits. A sharp break after the noon hour 
was difficult to account for other than speculative offer- 
ings. which were very. heavy, and the market was 
raided by heavy short sellers. New York sold. freely 
most of the day, and the northwest also came in as 
heavy seller. The weather in England was reported 
fine, and advices say prospects of the crop are more 
favorable. July started at 81.04% 1.045 
as closing figure yesterday, sold off to 51.02 %, rallied to 
. 03%; then, late in session, plunged down to §1.00%j, 
but recovered he before the close. 

Corn started out strong in sympathy with wheat, 
but it was given a quietus very shortly on enormous 
sales against cash corn to arrive. The market had 
little support for some time because of the demand for 
cash corn to fill the first half of May delivery con- 
tracts, but it finally broke with wheat. July opened 
at 00'4@60,c, against 5s\c at the close yesterday, 
touched 60%c, broke to 586 , rallied to 59:gc, dropped 
to ds, and closed at 68 0. 

Oats were relatively stronger than the other grains. 
There was leas selling, and the market had some help 
from reports of lice in the fields of south Illinois. July 
shows a loss of only 4c as compared with yesterday.
